- pursue claims 1-15 regarding and apparatus and thereby decline to claim 

any method. 

- revise claims 1-1 5 to broaden the claims in such a manner as to demonstrate 

that only one invention is being claimed and not two. 

Having gained a clearer understanding of the process through our conversations, it strikes 
me that my claims 16 and 17 which refer to a "product" might actually be another species herein.
